San Marino 


THE national football squad from the Re- 
public of San Marino played its first ever 
game on November 14, 1990 in group two 
of the European Championship qualifying 
rounds, San Marino fost 0-4 to Switzer- 
fand in the Stadio Olimpico at Serravalle. 
For the footballers from the miniature re- 
public at the foot of Monte Titano it was 
-time first in a preliminary competi- 
tion for a world or European champion- 
ship. A member of FIFA since 1988, San 
10 is in the exactly the same position 
the Faroe Islands. It was the Faroe 
Islands’ very first European Champion- 
ship qualifying match when they pulled 
off a fairy-tale victory over Austria. San 
Marino did not manage to equal their co- 
member's sensational coup first time 
round but sooner or later they will come 
up with “their” surprise. 
No fewer than thirty- 
one sports associations 
are members of the 
“Comitato Olimpico 
Nazionale Sammarine- 
se” — thirty-one sports 
associations in a coun- 
try of 23,000 inhabi- 
tants is quite an achie- 
yement. Giovanni Vito 
Marcucci, the chairman 
of the National Olym- 
pic Committee is proud 
of the number, “We are 
a nation of sports fans 


and Baron de Couber- 
tin’s motto still holds 
good for us: for us, the 
mere fact of competing 
is actually better than 
winning’’. The Natio- 
nal Olympic Commit- 
tee was founded in 1959 
and 1960 athletes from 
San Marino took part 
for the first time ever in 
the Olympic Games in 
Rome. San Marino’s at- 
hletes have not yet poc- 
keted any medals but 
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their marksman, Fran- 
cesco Nanni, came fifth 
in the shooting compe- 
tition in Los Angeles in 
1984 — a highly acclai- 
med achievement and 
one that the folks back 
home celebrated in 
grand style; after all it 
was the first Olympic 
diploma for the little re- 
public. 


San Marino’s sports- 
men and women have 
therefore been active in 
the Olympic Games for 
30 years; now they 
think it is high time they 
made forays into big in- 
ternational football 
Their football asso 
ation was founded in 
1931 and it was not until 
March 23, 1986 that 
they played their first 
“A” international. 
They almost pulled off 
their first sensation 
against Canada when 
San Marino were edged 
out only after an own 
goal in the closing mi- 
nutes of the game, In 
addition to a cup com- 
petition, San Marino 
has an Al and an A2 
championship involv- 
ing 16teams. 


A member of FIFA 
and UEFA since 1988, 
San Marino has just un- 
der 1,000 licensed foot- 
ballers. “Football is by 
far the most important 
sport in San Marino,” 
explained Giovanni 
Vito Marcucci, the 
Olympic Committee 
chairman. ‘1,000 
active players in a 
population of only 
23,000 is an impressive 
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number’. 


Their own national 
championship does not 
start until October in 
San Marino this year. 


‘The reason for this rela- 
tively late start is tou- 
tism. Most of San Mari- 
no’s inhabitants work in 
this trade and their high 
season lasts until the be- 
ginning of October.

If you doubt that 
observation wait until 
the Annual Awards 
Nights later this year 
and you can bet your 
life the netballers will 
get the nod over the 
Young Socceroos as the 
“team of the year”. 
All of which is totally, 
wrong and merely re- 
flects the Australian 
mentality of what is the 
“world”. 

Without detracting 
from the women’s team 
effort, on a global basis, 
the Young Socceroos 
achieved considerably 
more in finishing third 
than the netballers did 
in winning. 

One hundred and six 
nations entered the 
World Youth 
Championships. To fin- 


ish third the Young Soc-. 


ceroos beat the African 
champions (Egypt), and 
the European cham- 
pions (Soviet Union) 
and only dipped out to 
the eventual winners, 
defending champions 
and hosts, Portugal in 
the semi finals. 

On the other hand 20 
nations entered the 
World Netball Cup. 
Apart from the small 
number, the sporting 
quality of the most of 
the nations competing 
is among the lowest in 
the world. ... Cay- 
man Islands, Cook Is- 
lands, Vanuatu, Singa- 
pore, Malaysia, Papua 
New Guinea, Sri 
Lanka, Western 
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Samoa, Namibia, Fiji, 
Northern Ireland, Re- 
public of Ireland, Scot- 
land, Wales, England, 
Jamaica and New Zea- 
land hardly compares 
with the 106 nations 
which participated in 
the WYC. 

In fact,had Australia 
Soccer played against 
the 20 netballing na- 
tions we’d have been 
among the top four na- 
tions in the “world” 
for the past twenty five 
years. 

Which merely rein 
forces the opinion that 
Australia would rather 
be top of nothing (rug- 
by league, cricket, 
VEL, and the likes of 
netball) than be highly 
rated in a sport the en- 
tire world plays. 


The report that the 
Socceroos will be 
full time pros come 
1994 World Cup 
time is great news 
for all involved in 
the Australian 
game. 

Quite simply, Austra- 
Jian Soccer at senior 
level can go no further 
up the world ladder un- 
til our players are 
fulltimers. 

At the highest level 
players who work and 
train simply cannot 
compete with players 
who only train. 

Of course, full-time 
careers for our Soccer- 
oos has been talked ab- 
out for donkey years. 

While all agreed it 
would be a huge lift to 
playing standards for 
our international play- 
ers no one could come 
up with the funding to 
support it. 

Former Sydney City 
supremo and Socceroo 
manager Andrew 
Lederer wrote a de- 
tailed report to the ASF 
some time ago sugges- 
ting the top 30 in- 
ternational players be 
offered contracts

basic salary and the 
opportunity to be full 
time players in their 
‘own country. 

Lederer believed 
that more players 
would stay in Australia 
if they could earn a de~ 
cent wage and train and 
play full time. 

Lederer’s funding 
Suggested a basic salary 
of $120,000 for Soccer- 
00 squad members 
comprising.... 
$40,000 from their re- 
spective NSE clubs, 
$40,000 from the ASF, 
and $40,000 from indi- 
vidual sponsors for 
whom the players 
would act in PR activi- 
ties. With bonuses, PR 
activities and other 
sources of sponsorships 
and endorsement 
Lederer’s plan woul 
keep more talent at 
home, enable the play- 
ers to train full time and 
also enable them to 
finally compete on an 
equal professional basis 
wih the world’s best. 

Full-time profes- 
sionalism for our elite 
players is a must. -

TRAVEL may broa- 
den the mind, but it 
has done nothing to 
improve Canberra’s 
chances of claiming 
NSW League hono- 
urs in the five seasons 
the club has spent in 


A breakdown of 
home-and-away stati- 
stics since 1987 shows 
that the club has consi- 
stently lost champion- 
ships because it cannot 
get close to matching its 
superb home perform- 
ances on the grounds of 
‘opponents. 

Incredibly, only six 
league games have been 
Tost on ACT territory — 
and half of those in the 
1988 season when the 
club was battling for fi- 
nancial survival and the 
circumstances were har- 
dly normal. 

‘Yet in the same period 
the club has lost 19 times 
on the grounds of its op- 
ponents. 

‘There is no clearer in- 
dication of the difference 
than in the 1989 season 
when Canberra scored 
nine wins, a draw and a 
loss at home, while win- 
ning four and losing 
seven away — overall its 
best home performance 
and its worst away in a 
single season. 

And while fans will 
look back at the single 
home loss to Rockdale 
Tlinden as dooming last 
season’s championship 
chances, the fact remains 
that only half the avail- 
able away matches were 
won. 

The trend continues 
this season with the Me- 
tros still unbeaten at 
home, yet coming off a 
tun of three consecutive 
losseg cluding a cup 
match away. 

So, unless the club can 
improve its away show- 
ings, the championship is 
going to remain the elusi- 
ve grail. What can be 
done? 

Traditionally, mat- 
ches are more difficult to 
win away from home. 
Unfamiliar grounds, an- 
tagonistic crowds, the 
strain of travelling itself 
are the most frequently 
quoted factors.

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In the NSW League 
the first two do not nor- 
mally apply — the com- 
petition is small and un- 
changing enough for 
most players to know. 
what to expect on, say, a 
visit to Arlington Oval or 
Jenson Park — and for 
Styles and systems to be 
adjusted accordingly. 

Similarly, except for 
visits to Avala, the 
crowds are too small and 
docile to make much of 
an impact. 

Travel itself is a pro- 
blem. Of course it would 
be great if the finance 
existed to fly the team to 
Sydney, Newcastle and 
Wollongong, but the 
next best thing is a roo- 
my, comfortable bus and 
this is being provided. 

Another alternative is 
overnight travel, but my 
guess is a majority of 
players prefer an additio- 
nal night at home even if 
it means getting up at the 
crack of dawn. 

Of course, four hours 
on the road can never be 
the ideal preparation for 
a game, but the big ad- 
vantage the Metros have 
over their opponents is 
that they do it every se- 
cond week as opposed to 
once a season. It should 
be possible to develop 
routines, both personal 
and as a team, which can 
minimise the disadvan- 
tage. 

Coach Tom Sermanni 
has agonised over its per- 
formance while he has 
been in charge — a draw 
and three losses is hardly 
something to cheer abo- 
ut — yet on top of alll the 
problems of coping with 
two teams and unavail- 
able, injured or suspen- 
ded players, it must also 
be noted that three of 
those four games were 
away from home.

DENVER’s insati- 
able desire to stage 
matches in the 
1994 World Cup 
continues to be fru- 
strated. 


First, the city’s 
World Cup organisers 
may be left without a 
stadium in which to play 
the three first-round 
matches they are 
chasing. 

Denver's proposal to 
the US Soccer Feder- 
ation’s World Cup ve- 
nue committee offered 
Mile High Stadium, but 
that arena may be taken 
over by the new natio- 
nal league baseball 
club, the Colorado 
Rockies, if Coor’s Sta- 
dium isn’t completed by 
1994. 

The Denver City Co- 
uncil has already decla- 
red baseball will get 
Mile High before soc- 
cer does. 

‘Assuming the Roc- 
kies do have their own 
stadium, leaving Mile 
High free for World 
Cup soccer, the Denver 
group bidding for the 
soccer extravanganza 
then has to come a very 
taxing problem that co- 
uld cost it $A400,000. 


World Cup USA 
1994 demands that the 
tax applied to tickets to 
World Cup matches be 
no more than five per 
cent. In Denver, the tax 
on tickets to sporting 
events is 10 per cent and 
city officials say they 
will not lower it, not 
even for a world event. 


That five per cent dif- 
ference will have to be 
picked up by the local 
soccer organisers who 
are now trimming 
$A400,000 off their 
budget. 


The US Soccer Fede- 
ration has started calcu- 
lating a new budget for 
the 1994 World Cup and 
according to Charles 
Cale, the chief execu- 
tive officer of World 
Cup USA 1994, the 
month-long, 52-match 
event will cost $A260- 
$A330 million. 

To increase revenue, 
the USSF rushed to 
Washington DC this 
week to ask the US go- 
vernment to approve a 
plan to mint commemo- 
tative coins for the 1994. 
World Cup. 

USSF President 
Alan Rothenburg sai 
“the coins would gene- 
rate the second-largest 
source of revenue — 


$A65 million — for the 
1994 World Cup.” 

The World Cup USA. 
1994 commemorative 
coin act calls for three 
coins — a $5 gold piece, 
a $A\1 silver piece nad a 
50-cent piece. 

“We're optimistic,” 
said Rothenburg of the 
prospects of the act get- 
ting through congress. 
“We don’t know of any 
opposition except those 
generally opposed to 
commemorative coins 
and those who want 50 
per cent of the profits to 
go ward the budget de- 
ficit.” 

The act needs 218 
congressmen to sup- 
port its passage to law. 
So far 230 have agreed. 
to sponsor the bill and 
put it before president 
George Bush for final 
approval in October. 

The USSF would 
make profits on the sur- 
charges on the coins — 
$US35 on the $5 coin, 
$US7 on the $1 coin and 
$1 on the 50-cent coin. 

“Our goal is to stage 
the best World Cup 
ever,” said Rothen- 
burg.
